EUROPEAN WAR DEVELOPMENTS. 

A dispatch from the Belgian frontier says another 
great movement of German troops in the direction 
< f Western Flanders i* in progress, apparently iu 
order to check Mie advance of the allies, which 
grows increasingly menacing. With this object a 
jMirtimi of tin* kaiser's army in Poland lias be- n 
released. A long line of troop trains have been push- 
ing through Liege. Namur and Brussels since Sat nr 
day. Heavy righting b taking place **n the western 
front, but without producing any material changi 
in the positions of tin- opposing armies. In France 
and Belgium the allies’ . {Tensive is being pressed, 
and while some ground has been gained at widely 
separated points, otliei attacks have been repulsed 
by tin* Germans, in tin* northern area tin* artillery 
and warships took up the battle, giving the in- 
fantry a rest, but lower down flu* line and from 
i he Oise to tin* Meuse fierce lighting took place in 
many districts. 

A correspondent who has just arrived from tin* 
headquarters of the Duke of Wuert tom berg, tele- 
graphs that tin* comparative quiet hitherto prevail- 
ing on the west front lias given place within the 
last three days to such unusual activity that the 
soldiers have dr >p|*ed all thoughts of preparing for 
a Christmas eelebration. The French and British, 
the correspondent adds, have been trying for sever * I 
days to break through tin* German i*ositious espeei 
ally at Xieiiport ami on the Yser canal, supported 
by strong reserve's. They have maintained a stub 
l*orn tire on the German positions with their heaviest 
artillery. Nowhere, ihe correspondent says, hav • 
thev achieved tin* desired success, and the spirit of 
the German troops everywhere is excellent. 

Potrognid reports that fierce fighting along tin* 
whole battle lim* from the Vistula river into Russian 
Poland to I in* Carpathians in Galicia is in prog- 
ress. The German and Austrian forces made des 
j, date assaults on the Russian fortified line along 
the Bzura. Rawka and Pilicia rivers, the front 
protecting Warsaw. At several |K>ints tin* Austro 
German force- succeeded in pushing across the rive;* 
barriers only to i »«• hurled hack by the Russians. 
An especially severe battle raged yesterday along 
the i’ilica river between Lodz ami Opocznu. The 
Germans are attempting to cross that river to gain 
possession of the railroad running from Ivangorod 
t<» Southwestern Poland. 

'flic Germans again have invaded Angola. Porta 
»ue<** West Africa. The fact was announced in the 
chamber of deputies by the minister of colonies, 
who said that the Germans had made a fresh at 
tack on tlie military post at Naulila. ill tlie provine- 
of Angola. Tlie commander of the jiost. Col. Boca 
das! the minister stated, had only a small force at 
his disposal- ami retreated in order to obtain rein- 
forcements with which to drive out tlie Germans. 
Further details of the affair, the minister said, were 
lacking.

The first real view of the extent of the Sout-i 
African rebellion is given by the minister of justice, 
who says that 4.000 rebels are in prison and that 
1.200 have been sent to their homes on parole. Tlie.v 
jjre still a few roaming about tlie country, but they 
arc without leaders, and are surrendering on the ap 
pea ranee of union forces. 

Militarv opinion at Warsaw is that the Germans, 
having lost the advantage iu the first drive by al- 
lowing the Russians to bring up enormous re-eu- 
forcciuciits not used in the first line trdbps. cannot 
now take War-aw and must ultimately surrender 
the positions held or risk thinking on the northeast 
and south. 

A Russian torpedo-boat bombarded the region of 
Kliopaob. on the Black Sea. near Batouni. directing 
its fire upon villages occupied by Turkish troops, a 
statement issued at Pctrogfrad announced. In the 
direction of Van the Russians continue to press 
forward against the Turks, who are in considerable 
force. 

Almost half a million wounded soldiers _ were 
treated in French hospitals between Sept. l.» and 
Nov. 30. The figures were submitted to the army 
committee of fin* chain her of deputies by the chair- 
man of the committee, who gave tin* precise number 
as 489,733. Uf this total 2.48 per cent died. 

The British government lias decided to indemnify 
from tin* imjierial funds those who suffered bodily 
or property losses as a result of tlie recent German 
naval raid on the coast towns of Scarborough, W hit 
by. IIartle|Kiol and West Hartlepool. 

Tlie Egyptian frontier lias been passed by Turkish 
troops in fore**, an official statement at Constantin- 
ople asserts. The Russians made night uttaeks east 
of Kecprikcj, but were repulsed, the statement adds. 

Petrograd reports that large bodies of Russian 
troops are moving toward Cracow from the north 
and east. An important battle apparently is de- 
veloping in southwestern Poland, near Cracow. 

A dispatch from Berlin says that the Imperial 
Bank of German v lias reduced its rate of discount 
one j»er <»>nt. to tiv* per cent. The six per cent rate 
was established on August 1. 

The French chamber of deputies vu$t*d uuauiniously 
an appropriation of $1,700,000.00 to cover the ex- 
penses of the next six months, including the e»»st 
of the war. 

Charles M. Schwab just back from abroad, says 
that the nations of Europe have bought *390.000,009 
worth of supplies iu tlie United States since the 
war Iiegan. 

The forts oil the Dardanelles have lieeu sub- 
jeet **d to a severe iMiinbardmeiit for the purpose of 
covering a submarine attack on the ships in the 
straits. 

The Portuguese chamber of deputies yesterday 
voted in favor of preparing to join England in the 
war against Germauy. 

Kmoeror William, with liis entire staff, reached 
Cologne yesterday from Berlin on his way to the 
western battle front.

the Democratic party. The chamber of deputies 
again voted confidence in the new ministry on mo- 
tion of Dr. Affonsa Costa, a former premier of 
Portugal. 

There will be no general reduction iu wages by the 
United States Steel corporation at t lie present time, 
according to an aiiiiouuceinent by Elbert H. Gary, 
chairman of the corporation. There will be some 
readjustments in the pay of "skilled lal**r or piece- 
work” oil a lower basis, however. The skilled 
laborers on the rolls of the corporation are under- 
stood 1o number a! suit 10 per cent of the more than 
200.000 employees, and are among the highest paid. 

That the decision of the United States Supreme 
court will not end Harry Thaw’s tight against ex- 
tradition from New Hampshire to New York state 
on a charge of conspiracy to escape from the insane 
asvltnn at Matteawan was made evident by his 
lawyers. Every expedient which tlie law allows him 
will be utilized in the effort to prevent his l***im: 
brought within the jurisdiction of the New York 
courts. 

An accounting filed at New York in the surro- 
gate’s court by tin* executors of the will of Mrs. 
Mary Adelaide Yerkes indicates that the estate 
which slit* inherited from her husband. Charles T 
Yerkes. traction magnate of Chicago, and which at 
the time of his death was estimated at more than 
$12,000,000, has dwindled to $17,685.32. 

Alfred Henry Lewis, noted newspaper writer and 
author, died in New York yesterday of an in- 
testinal disorder. He was a brother of William F. 
Lewis, editor of tlie New York Morning Telegraph. 

Provisional President Gutierrez of Mexico and 
sonic troops loyal to him have left Mexico City, 
following a disagreement with Generals Palafox and 
Angeles, according to messages received at San An- 
tonio. A commission of Villistas ami Zapatistas 
will rule tlie captital pending the selection of a new 
provisional president. 

Governor Bleasc of South Carolina granted paroles 
to sixteen convicts as Christmas presents. Nine 
were serving terms of manslaughter.
